After the weekend dis- 
closure that evidence in the

have been mishandled, coun- 
ty clerk William Sharp was 
ordered to inspect the of- 
fice for possible security 
breaches, to reavaluate its 
control system and to inven- 
tory exhibits and transcripts 
from the trial. 

Sharp said his investiga- 
tion “failed to disclose any 
mishandling” of the exhibits. . 
He conceded that the ex- 
hibits. had been viewed, but 
said he has no evidence that 
anyone but attorneys con- 
nected with the case, or their 
agents, have handled the key 
exhibits. He said this was 
permissable under ground 
rules established, by -Judge 
Herbert V. Walker. 
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
